Prof. Drysdale gave a brief outline of the contents of the reports 
and explained the order in which he intended to present them to 
Council.

Prof. Thornton, Chairman of Appraisals Committee B responsible 

for the evaluation of English, History, and Science and Human 
Affairs presented five reports - ASFC 82-9-D2.2, Report of the 
Undergraduate Programme Appraisals Committee B; ASFC 82-9-D2.3, 
Guidelines for the Undergraduate Programme Appraisals Committees 
(as modified by Appraisals Committee B); ASFC 82-9-D2.4, English 
Department; ASFC 82-9-D2.5, Report of the Undergraduate Appraisals 
Committee on the Devartment of History; ASFC 82-9-D2.5, Science and 
Human Affairs (English Translation); ASFC 82-9-D2.6, Science and 
Human Affairs; ASFC 82-9-D2.6a, Response to the Report of Apprai- 
sals Committee B. 


Prof. Thornton spoke briefly on her committee's work and the fact 
that the process of appraisals was made difficult by the lateness 
of the establishment of procedures, which led to the inability of 
the committee to do all of the things it would like to have done 
due to time restrictions, and the vague set of guidelines upon 
which the appraisals were based. 


Provost Singer reported that the recommendation of the Steering 
Committee was to follow the path laid out by the Curriculum Commit- 
tee, that is not to vote on the report as a whole as much as on the 
specific aspects that appear to require some action from Council, as 
isolated by the Curriculum Committee, and then to entertain addition- 
al suagestions for expressions of the sentiment of Council as there 
may be any, either from the Chairmen of Departments present or from 
Chairmen of the appraisals committees. 


English Department 


Prof. Drysdale presented the recommendations of the Curriculum Com- 
mittee, ASFC 82-9-D3, Response to the Recommendations of the Apprai- 
sals Report as it pertained to appraisals report ASFC 82-9-D2.3, 
English Department, and the Comments of the Chairman of the English 
Department, ASFC 82-9-D2.4. Prof. Drysdale noted that the Curricu- 
lum Committee in making its recommendations had tried to take into 
account both reports. 


Prof. Singer asked for a procedural discussion on whether there was 
any feeling that the report in its entirety should be received by 
Council; since no action was being taken on recommendations 1, 2, or 
3a, there would be no notion that Council had received the report. 


Prof. Doyle suggested that since the report appeared on the agenda 
and the agenda had been accepted by the house it could be conceived 
that it was a matter for discussion and furthermore that it was 
read and discussed without further ado. That notion was accepted 
by Council. 


It was moved and seconded (Megann/McEvenue) to approve the recommen- 
dations of the Curriculum Committee outlined in ASFC 82-9-D3 as they 
pertain to the English Department evaluation. 


A lengthy debate took place over the method of procedure that ought 
to be followed; no conclusions were reached and the business of 
Council was conducted in the manner suggested at the start of the 


meeting. 
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No action was required on Recommendations 1, 2 and 3a. Recommenda- 
tion 3b was directed to the English Department for further study; 
Recommendation 3c will be discussed in the Curriculum Committee and 
a report will be submitted to Council in the Spring of 1983. 


Prof. Drysdale asked that the minutes show that the second sentence 
of Recommendation 3d show the following re-interpretation by the 
Curriculum Committee:- "the Committee took note of Prof. Broes' com- 
ments and while no action may be required in adopting the proposal 
as such by Council, nevertheless, this recommendation, like 3b, can 
be referred to the English Department for further study", 


Recommendation 4a was referred back to the English Department for 
further study; Recommendation 4b was referred back to the English 
Department together with the directive that some recommendations 
will be reported to Council later this year; Recommendation 4c was 
sent back to the English Department together with the instructions 
that a report will be submitted to the Curriculum Committee and 

then to Council; Recommendation 5 was returned to the English Depart- 
ment for study and implementation with the expectation that a report 
will be sent back to Council by May 1983. The same action was re- 
quested concerning the 42-credit major which exceeds the Task Force 
Report guidelines; Recommendation 6 was sent to the Curriculum 
Committee for study. 


A vote was taken on the motion pertaining to the English Department 
and was carried. 


History Department 


Prof. Drysdale presented the Curriculum Committee's recommendatins 

to Council. Recommendation 1 refers to calendar copy; Recommendation 

2 deals with honours students; and Recommendation 3 with administrative 
roles outside the department. 


It was moved and seconded (Taddeo/Doyle) to approve Recommendation 1 
of the History Appraisals Committee as supported by the Curriculum 
Committee. Vote: Carried 


A lenghty debate took place on Recommendations 2 and 3 during which 
many members of Council voiced their concerns. It was noted that 

the matter was one of concern university-wide, not that of the History 
Department alone,’ 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Bertrand) to receive Recommen- 
dations 2 and 3; that Recommendation 2 be referred to the History 
Department for action and that Recommendation 3 be referred to Steer- 
ing Committee for study before being returned to Council for further 
action. Vote: Carried 


Science and Human Affairs (ASFC 82-9-D2.2) 


Prof. Drysdale reported to Council that it was not possible to com- 
plete the appraisal process for Science and Human Affairs because of 
the desire to have an external consultant and that it was not possible 
to make arrangements necessary in the time available. Consequently, 
Curriculum Committee had recommended that the appraisal process be 
completed by a sub-committee of the Curriculum Committee.

It was moved and seconded (Roy/Taddeo) that a sub-committee be organ- 
ized by the Curriculum Committee to continue the evaluation of 
Science and Human Affairs and that a report be made to Council by 
May, 1983. Vote: Carried 


Reports of Appraisals Committee C 


Prof. Gray reported that Prof. Decarie was not able to stay for the 
presentation of his committee's reports because be had to leave town. 
Prof. Drysdale presented the reports on the departments of Applied 
Social Science, Theological Studies, and Religion together with 

the Curriculum Committee's recommendations. 


Applied Social Science (ASFC 82-9-D2.7) 


Prof. Drysdale gave the reasons for the Curriculum Committee having 
recommended that the department of Applied Social Science be re- 
appraised (ASFC 82-9-D3, page4). He asked that a clarification be 
made in the last sentence of the Curriculum Committee's response saying 
that the phrase "“difficyity in securing an acceptable curriculum sub- 
mission" refers not so much to the experience of the past six months 
as it does to the past three or four years", 

Prof. Drysdale noted that the department has been involved in a self- 
study and has undertaken to correct the problems but that not all 

of the problems have been resolved. He concluded by saying that 

the Curriculum Committee's response could be considered to be more of 
a critique of the appraisal report than a critique of the department. 


Dean Chaikelson voiced strong objections to the conclusions reached 
in the report together with that of the Curriculum Committee. She 
suggested that one of the reasons the appraisals committee did not 

go ‘into great depth in this particular report was because the 
department had already done so in their own report. She continued by 
saying that if there were long standing concerns of the Curriculum 
Committee, those concerns should have been brought to the Appraisals 
Committee so that they could be considered. She questioned the val- 
idity of the statistics. 


Prof. Drysdale replied to Dean Chaikelson's comments. He pointed out 
that thorough as the department's self-study was, it did not address 
a number of points in the appraisals guidelines. 


Prof. Taylor reported that the Department of Applied Social Science 
was equally dissatisified with the report. She outlined four main 
areas of dissatisfaction. 


Prof. Drysdale agreed to delete the final sentence of the Curriculum 
Committees's response to the Appraisal Recommendations on Applied 
Social Science. It was understood that since the statement was a 
criticism of the appraisal process and not meant as a criticism of 
the department, the question would be raised at the end of the 
process,

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Dean Chaikelson concluded that the Curriculum Committee did do its 
work according to the proposals that would be dealt with later in 
the meeting, and was heipful in correcting and modifying some of 
the changes.

Mr. Gott moved a sub-=amendment to add"inview of the information that 
the Curriculum Committee did not have, including the self-appraisal, 
that the appraisal of Applied Social Science be considered complete.- 


The mover and seconder of the amendment agreed to incorporate the 
statement into their amendment.
